His views are given for 
friend and foe alike to rend 
in the book “The Sphinx

The ee of how Mr and- Mra Fritz Ernst, of the Swiss. Gonciilate, 
were attacked when their taxi’ was overturned: and set on fire at the 
height of the Kowloon riots last October was described by Mr W. A. 
Blair-Kerr, Senior Crown Counsel, when the trial of five men on a charge 
of murder of Mrs Ursula Margareta ' Ernst commenced before Mr Justice 
A..D. Scholes and a special jury at the Criminal Sessions this morning. 


The five men, Tse Song, 28, 
unemployed, Man Chun-yau, 26, 
unemployed, , capt Kwok-fal, 27, 
unemployed, Chuen, 31, 
hawker, and oe Shu-wing, 26, 
earth, coolle, pleaded not guilly 
to the charge, Thty are de- 
fended by Mr Terence Shurlock, 
instructed by Messrs P, Mo and 
Co, 


Mr Blair-Kerr is prosecuting, 

assisted by Superintendent W. 
Scraga. 
Mre Ernst died in the 33 
General Hospital on October 
13, two days after she was at- 
tacked by a mob at the junction 
of-Taipo Road ond Kweillng 
Street together with her hus- 
bond. Mr Ernst, Chancellor 
of the Swiss Consulate, who 
was iso injured during the at- 
tack, recovered later from, tho 
injuries, the Prosecution sald, 

Before Mr Blalr-Kerr opened 
the case for the Crown, Mr 
Shurlock applied that tho num.
